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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 12/9/02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The applicant's argument is on the ground that "the applicant's invention 
does not include the baby carriage or stroller". It is noted that claim 41 still definitely 
recites the baby carriage or stroller. 

As a result the rejection is still deemed proper and repeated hereinafter. 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-20 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claim 41 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by Coltrane. 
Regarding claim 41 , the method of rocking a baby carriage or stroller would be 

inherent and obvious since the prior art reference meet the structural limitations of the 
claimed device. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Coltrane in view of Lee. 

Regarding claim 1, Coltrane shows a portable rocking device for rocking a baby 

carriage comprising: 

- A base (12); 

- A motor (13) fastened to said base, said motor having a power supply and a 
rotating shaft (14); 

- A gear (22) fastened to the shaft of said motor; 

- A sliding member (26) having a first end (at 27) engaged with said gear and a 
second end; and 

- A fastening means (33) attached to the second end of said sliding member, 
for securing said sliding member (26) to an axle of the baby carriage (9). 

Coltrane does not show the device for rocking the baby stroller. 

Lee uses the device for rocking the baby stroller for the purpose of providing a 
shaker for stroller and baby carriages. 

Since Coltrane and Lee are all from the same field of endeavor; the purpose 
disclosed by one inventor would have been recognized in the pertinent art of the others. 

It would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to use the device for rocking the baby stroller as taught by 
Lee for the purpose discussed above. 
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Regarding claim 1 1 , it is noted that Coltrane and Lee also shows a portable 
rocking device for rocking a baby carriage or stroller comprising: 

- A base (12); 

- A motor (13) fastened to said base, said motor having a power supply and a 
rotating shaft (14); 

- A gear (22) fastened to the shaft of said motor; 

- A sliding member (26) having a first end engaged with said gear and a 
second end; 

- An extension member (31) having a first end and a second end, said first end 
of said extension member attached to the second end of said sliding member; 

- A fastening means (33) attached to the second end of said extension 
member, said fastening means a method securing said extension member to 
objects such as baby carriages or strollers (9). 

Regarding claims 2 and 12, it is noted that Coltrane also shows the fastening 
means being selected from the group of devices including clamps, hooks, clips, 
magnets, screws, bolts and nuts, and ties. 

Regarding claims 3 and 13, it is noted that Coltrane also shows the motor being 
powered by an external electric power supply. 

Regarding claims 4 and 14, it is noted that Coltrane also shows the motor being 
powered by an internal power supply. 

Regarding claims 5 and 15, it is noted that Coltrane also shows the motor being 
powered by an internal or external power supply. 
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Regarding claims 6 and 16, it is noted that Coltrane also shows the speed of 
rotation of said motor being adjustable. 

Regarding claims 7 and 17, it is noted that Coltrane also shows the length of the 
stroke of the invention being adjustable. 

Regarding claims 8 and 18, it is noted that Coltrane also shows the height of the 
base being adjustable. 

Regarding claims 9 and 19, it is noted that Coltrane also shows said base having 
a first end (bottom) and a second end (top) with wheels (8) connected to said first end 
and a non-sliding material at said second end. 

Regarding claims 10 and 20, it is noted that Coltrane also shows said base 
having a plurality of wheels attached to it.
